has appeared on this,.page. No defence of the 
government has been attempted here. All that has 
been done has been to state facts. The position of 
the Saturday News has been all along that the 
Canadian government was entitled to neither praise 
nor blame in the matter. We must welcome the 
enlargement of the markets for Canadian products 
but what we obtain in this way as a result of the 
reciprocity negotiations comes not from anything 
that the Laurier cabinet has done but from the poli: 
tical necessities of Mr, Taft and his colleagues. 
Such changes as Canada is making in her tariff are 
“infinitesmal,” to use the language of Mr. Robin- 
ette in addressing ‘Toronto Liberals tha other day. 
As was stated in the paragraph above quoted, 
Canada in the so-called treaty has had only a 
“thinking part.” 
ment be attacked? ‘There is nothing that it wants 
more than to be given credit for having induced 
the United States to throw down it tariff barriers 
to the extent proposed. So that those who criticise 
it for what it has done and accordingly lead people 
to think that it is really responsible for the creation 
of new markets, could not play better into its 
hands. ; 


Western Conservative members are complaining 
of the action of the different farmers’ associations 
in sending resolutions to Ottawa approving of the 
government's course. ‘hey point out that nothing 
has been done towards meeting the wishes of the 
monster delegation which visited Ottawa some 
months ago and asked for a reduction in Canadian 
duties. In fact Ontario Liberal members are tell- 
ing their constituents that it is not intended to re- 
duce the duties further, and that the protection 
which the manufacturers have enjoyed will thus not 
be at all impaired. 


Such complaint is not at all unnatural, But it 


would have had‘much more force if these Western, 


Conservatives had adopted the attitude towards the 


reciprocity pact which‘The Saturday News has set 
forth, lf sey: had

pid attitude of their Eastern leaders towards. the 
reciprocity negotiations, they have led the Western 
farmers to the conclusion that it is necessary to 
support the Liberal party to secure wider markets. 
These they want as well as a reduction of duties on 
goods that they consume, but with the former seem- 
ingly endangered by the Conservative anti-recipro- 
city agitation, they are willing to forget for the time 
being what the government has failed to do in meet- 
ing their desires on the latter point. 


The longer the discussion on the trade agreement 
continues, the more convinced The Saturday News 
becomes that the government has been strengthen- 
ed enormously in the country by the turn which 
events have taken. 

Not its own sagacity but the folly of its oppon- 
ents is responsible, Its administrative record and 
the dissensions in ‘the party ranks which were. in- 
evitable after a long tenure of power were bound to 
reduce its majority to the vanishing point atthe 
next election. But the reciprocity issti¢e, which the 
Conservative leaders have so needlessly created, has 
changed the whole face of things. It would go back 
very much stronger in case of an carly appeal to the 
country, and there is every indication that it is do- 
ing its best to find an excuse for this. 

If it were made, the West, outside of British Col- 
umbia, would undoubtedly register a most decisive 
verdict in its favor and it is here that, under the 
conditions which prevailed three months ago it 
would have sustained its heaviest losses. 


Of the Conservative papers of the West, the Cal- 
gary Herald has stood most closely in line with 
those of the East on this issue. ‘This fact gives the 
following paragraph from its editorial column an 
tuntisual significance: 

“C, A. Magrath, M.P. for the Medicine Hat 
riding, seems to have sealed his fate as far as that 
constituency is concerned, through his opposition to 
the reciprocity pact., Well, every politician who. is 
not,a place. server; ha§ done the same sort of thing 
ongreat-questions and will continue to do so, The 
mafi who can-agree with everybody all the time, is 
a poor thing, indeed!” 

If this is true of Mr. Magrath there is not a Con- 
servative member between the Lakes and the Moun- 
tains whose seat is safe. Nor are there compensa- 
tions in the East. ‘There are bound to be large 
gains in the rural constituencies there, and the cities 
never did give the government any support that was 
worth anything to it.

To know what to do, and 
to do it without fuss is a thing per- 
haps more sincerely to be desired ‘n 
‘the house than other domestic qual- 
ity, and since modern conditions do 
not teach us these things in the ef- 
ficient but uniimnginative fashfon of 
former days, it is eminently reason- 
able to suggest that science should 
concern itselif with our domestic en- 
lightenment.

While sincerely regretting ‘my ina- 
bility ko be present att the annual 
convention of the Americay Qvic As- 
sociation at Washington, I gladly 
respond to the request to write gone- 
thing on tthe subject of “Getting into 
Action for a City Plan,” to tell how 
the public of Dallas was aroused 
to a desire for a plan, following this 
up with a story of how meetings 
were held and the City Plan Com- 
mission finally created. In other 
words, the purpose will be to offer 
experiences «nd: suggestions. whitch 
may be helpful to those desiring to 
inaugurate similar campaigns in other 
places. 

To segin with, it must be under- 
s.cod that the person contemplating 
the inauguration of such a campaign 


‘must first be himself thoroughly con- 


vineed of che ‘mportance of the sub- 
ject, otherwise his efforts will be in 
vain, 


Preliminary Education Work 


Civic improvement and all «which 
tthat tenm implies had for years been 
one of my hobbies. In May, 1899, 
I was instrumental with the help of 
the Dallas News, with which IT am 
conneeted, in organizing “The Clean- 
cr Dallas League,” comprised of quite 
ia number of the best and most pro- 
gresisive citizens of this city. The 
necessity for some organization of 
the kind was quite apparent at that 
time. The League met weekly and 
through the papers aroused publi: 
sentiment, and the then city adminis- 
tration, to the necessity for a cleaner 
town, and while it ‘existed, accom- 
plished quite a good deal along this 
line. In ‘the counse- of events, how- 
ever, the organization became apa- 
thetic and died a natural death. 

Later on, t occurred to me that 
another organization on broader lines 
could accomplish more, and again, 


sthrough the instrumentality of pub- 
olicity in the News, it ‘was. my. privi- 


lege to assist in, organizing on De- 
cember 14, 1902, “I'he Civic Improve- 


ment League’, whose object was sta- - 


ted to be “to unite the efforts of all 
citizens ‘who wanited ito make Dallas 
a better place ‘n whtich -to live.” Its 
general purpose. was tated to be “to 
create public sentiment in favor of 
a better administration of municipal 
affairs, withowt in any way invading 
the domalin of politics.” The League 
announced its determination to work 
for a strict enforcement of all the 
ordinances then existing, designed to 
make the city clean, healthy and at- 
tractive; and to carry on a contin- 
vous campaign among the people in 
various ways for civic betterment. 

One of the first things done by 
this Association was the compilation 
of the ordinances of the city, affect- 
ing the health and general welfare, 
and to have them published in book- 
let form for general distribution. 
The League also aided considerably 
in creating public sentiment; did some 
good civic work; lasted two or three 
years, and finally apathy seized its 
meinbership and it likewise passed 
into history. 


Funther sporadic efforts wete made 
from time tio time for civite bettter- 
ment, As far back as February 28, 
1908, [ corresponded with the Ameri- 
can Civic A’ssociation, and att that 
time procured through Mr. J. Horace 
McFarland, President of that Asso- 
ciation, twenty-five. copies of “I'he 
Awakening of Harrisburg,” which 1 
distribited among some of the most 
progressive citizens of the city, ur- 
ging them to carefully read it. 


Newspaper Assistance Necessary 


During all this period, as oppor- 
tunity offered, the News was contin- 
tally emphasizing the necessity of 
civic improvement, and just here fet 
it be stggested that to make a quick 
success of a movement of this kind 
it is absolutely essential to enlist the 
real active interest of the guiding 
hands of the leading newspapers. 
Without this itis largely time wasted, 
but once you get the Newspaper en- 
thused the campaign is comparatively 
casy. 


The American Civic Association 


During this same year (1908) I re- 
ceived a letter from Myr. Clinton Ro- 
gers Woodruff of Philadelplia, First 
Vice President and Secretary of the 
American Civic Association, anid 
sem him on a list of names of aiti- 


other 


zens of Dallas who might be inter- 
ested in the work, so ‘that the stimu- 
lating literature of the Aissociation 
might be mailed to them. Corre3- 
pondence folladwed with President 
McFarland in May, 1908, and as a re- 
cult an additional number of letters 
were sent by the National Association 
to public spirited citizens, urging 
their interest and co-operation, an: 
at a meeting of a certain literany club 
lin Dallas I read a paper in February, 
1909, which dealt with sthe city plan- 
ning movement and urged that Dal- 
las should take it up. 


The City Planning Congress 


In the summer of 1909 an announ- 
cement was made of a city planniny 


“es 


congress to be held in Washington, 


and the Dallas News arranged with” 


its staff correspondent att the Capi- 
tal, Mr. Otto Preger, to write a se- 
ries of letters, outlining the impor- 
tant feature of the proceedings. 
These letters appeared during July 
«f 1909. T had aln wt fifty sets of 
the articles clipped and sent ‘through 
mail to a chosen list of leading citi- 
zems who possessed progressive ideas, 
with a letter reading thus: 

“Dear Sir: I dion’* know whether 
you have read thie three articles that 
have apeared in the News regarding 
the modern movement «of the City 
Planning but for fear you have not 
1] enclose them herewrh woah the 
request that you will put cher. in 
your pocket and read them at your 
leisure--on the cars or at home, 

“A time will come, and perhaps 
defure we know. it, when dt may 
seem proper for Dallas 40. seriously 
consider this question, and therefore 
the advisability of having a few cf 
the prominent citizens of Dallas who 
take a real interest in its improve- 
ment and welfare, to be conversant 
with the advantages of ‘this move- 
ment, 
“After you have read these articles 
will you kindly return them to me 
under cover of the accompanying en- 
velope? Thanking you", atic, ate. 

The purpose in asking for the re- 
turn of the clippings was to cause 
them to be read; otherwise they 
might have been laid aside and for- 
gotten, The plan had-the desired 
effect; nearly all returned the clip- 
pings whith favorable comments 
Brief extracts from some of the re- 
sponses were as follows: 


Interested Citizens — 


“Hike you, I feel the time is near 
at hand when Dallas will have to take 
vigorous action along the line of pub- 
lic parks, etec., and the sooner ‘the 
better.” : 

“The subject is certainly deser- 
ving of much consideration, Our 
city has been sadly ‘neglected in this 
respect. However, much can be done 
to improve existing conditions and | 
hope that the Naws may be able to 
bring abow: some enthusiasm upon 
this subject.” 

“lam very greatly impressed with 
the necessity of Dallas taking some 
action within a reasonable time a- 
long the line styeested an these are 
ticles, and shall be glad to cooperate 
with you at all times,” 

"T have read the articles carefully 
and find them interesting and instrte: 
tive, These articles were formally 
browght to my attention in a recent 
visit to Washington, Detroit, Cleve: 
land and Buffalo. I .noticed — that 
these cithes have taken up the ques- 
tion of city planning and the results 
were marvelous. Atm satisfied thas 
whem this matiter is properly taken 
hold of, large results can be achieved 
which will be of estimable value to 
otir city.” 

‘"T return the clippings which yout 
sent me, City planning like every 
sort of modem construction 
is being reduced to a science and 
the city that does not pay atkention 
to scientific rules will be considered 
as tumbled down Babylon. I think 
this #s the most important subject 
that can engage the attention of our 
citizens, and would like to see our 
people take an interest in the move: 
ment.” 

“ «Tam returning the article. 
Am with you heart and soul in all 
of your civic efforts. Let’s build 
for posterity in a way to gain its 
approval.” 


Espoused the City Plan Idea 


In its issue of May 16, 1909, the 


Tectors at the propet’ tine. 
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Neweceaneianied the ‘city plan idea 
and suggested that the larger cities 
of Texas ought to have such a plan 
and use it as a chart for develop- 
ment, ¢ Beginning with the issue of 
January 7, 1910, the News asked quite 
a number of leading citizens to ex- 
press themisclvels throwgh tts column 3 
as to what civic improvement work 
Dallas should take up for 1910, ask- 
ing for suggestions as to what we 
most needed, This campaign brought 
splendid results, Hundreds of com- 
munications were printed and the 
suggestions were for the disposal of 
sewage from the niver, for parks amd 
union station for street prov: 
ments, for better sanitary conditions, 
for more Jights and water, for a gen- 
eral cleaning up, for more civic pride, 
for a better police system, for bet- 
ter car service, ete. ate. Civic im- 
provemants became the talk of the 
day. On leading citizen, Mr. Chas. 
F. Bolanz, had recently returned 
from a visit to mamy of the attractive 
cities of the country, and was en- 
thused with the desire to issue bonds 
for — imimediate —iimprovements, to 
which campaign he devoted much 
time and ‘worked einerghically, em- 
phasiding also the importance of equi- 
table tax assessments. 


The Time To Strike 


At this junction « cowneil of the 
editorial staff of the News was called 
and the suggestion made that the psy- 
chological moment had arrived to 
strike for a city plan. This propo- 
sition the .council unanimously ap- 
proved. .The President, L, O. Dan- 
iel, and he Sceretary, J. R. Babcock, 
of the Chainber of Commerce, vera 
next called into ‘consultation, ant i 
was proposed that the Chamber of 
Commerce shotld take up the project 
and work it to a finish. ‘These sren- 
tlemen readily, and enthuses ‘ivally 
acquiesced, aiid it was-ay‘e:t to pre- 
sent the matter to the Boa‘c, f Ti. 


About thi thme one ‘of sia News 
staff men, Mr. Tom. Finty Jr. wrote 
a senics of articles on, ‘The Replan- 
ning of a City.” Mhe partbcular al- 
tention of many of the lIcading citi- 
zens was directed to these articles, 

I then wrote to Mr. Richard B. Wa- 
trous, Secretary of the American Ci- 
vic Alssociation, with whom correspon- 
dence had passed telling of the cam- 
paign inaugurated; sent him papers 
containing many of the articles print- 
ed, and suggested that a real city 
plan campaign would faler on be in- 
augurated, Tio this the good Secre- 
tary replied with enthusiasm and said: 
“Tif ever the adage ‘Now is the ac- 
cepted time!’ is true, it is in this 
case of comparatively new cities in 
dealing with the subject of city 
pranning.’ He enclosed a copy of 4 
lecture which he delivered at Ro- 
chester, Ni Y., on this subject and 
urged prompt section, 


Articles from “The Survey 


Then began the publication in the 
News of a serics of anticles taken 
from the. special city plan number 
of “The Survey” on “The Way an 
How of City Planning.” These at- 
ticles were continued day by day, é¢- 
companied by ilustrations, ‘Things 
were getting warm. The News taf 
come out with strong editormals for 
the proposition, urging thac the ‘me 
had come for Dallas to gec ‘n line 
with other progressive cities of tus 
country on this important subject 
Day after day ghe canpains was car. 
ried on with enthusiasm and the sio- 
gan was, “Build Dallas while we live. 
don’t leave the work to posterity.” 


Chatnber of Commerce Acts 


On Jantiary 28, 19to, at a meeting 
of the directors of the Chamber of 
Commerce the movement toward se- 
curing definite plans was presented 
and met with unqualified support. 
First it was decided by resolution 
that the Chamber of Commerce 
should take a membership in the A- 
merican Civic A’ssociation. = Then 
Vice President Rhodes S. Baker, 
made reference to the work of this 
Association and in a spirited — tialk 
stated that Dallas was now at a point 
where she should not have an ambi- 
tion to merely be a good city of the 
second class. A dhy might as well 
have no amlsition at all. But should 
move forwatd a peg and plan to be- 
come a good city of the first class.” 
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He advocated the idea of a cmty 
plan, and finally offered a resolwtion 
reading as follows: 

“Whereas, the Dallas Chamber of 
Commerce stands for civic develop- 
ment on the broadest — possible 
grounds, and that such development 
necessitates the application of careful 
business principles in the exectuive 
management and the preparation and 
accomplshment of plans ovhich shall 
be worked owt for the benefit of pre- 
sent and future generations; and, 

“Whereas, tin our minds dthene iis a 
vital need for plans to be made todake 
into account ‘the ultimate destiny of 
the city of Dallas asthegreatest city of 
the southwedt, be it 

“Resolved, By the Board of Diree- 
tons of the Chamber of Commerce 
commits itself ‘to ithe proposition {n- 
volving the education of our citizens, 
the arousing of itheir enthusiasm and 
civic pride and the consideration of 
such plans as will work out to the 
ultimate good of the city as a whole. 

“Resolved that a committee of five 
of the Directors be appointed, who 
shall report back at the text meet- 
ing, this conunittee to formulate a 
general outine as to means of pub- 
licity, money for exploitation of the 
plan, the securing of expert advice, 
and ‘the presentation tto tthe Board 
of a conherete working outline for 
our activiities.” 

The resolution was adopted by una 
mimotus vote amid considerable en- 
thusiasm, ‘A committee of five con- 
sisting of G. TB. Dealey, Rhodes S, 
Baker, Alex. Sanger, J. B. Wilson. 
and Henry B. Lindsley, wais appoint- 
ed to consider ithe ways and means 
of carrying out tthe project. 


Report on Organization 


On February 3rd this committee 
made its repont as follows: 

“TheCammittee appointed to sug- 
Kes a way fin which the Chamber of 
Commerce as an organization, may 
immediately take hold of the édea 
of a city plan and make dt a concrete 
possibifixy for ‘the city of Dallas, beg 
to advise tthatt we have been in cor- 
respondence by wire with the Amer- 
ican Civic Alssociattion, and we sug- 
gest: 


t That the Chamber of Commerce 
engage Henry J, McFarland, Presi- 
dent of the American Givie Aagsocia- 
tion, to come to Dallas about March 
1o10, and deliver an address upon 
thie lidea of “A City Plan for Dallas.” 
We are sure that Mr. McFarland can 
come at about this time, and we sug- 
gest that complete arrangements be 
made as soon as a definite date can 
be assigned. 

“We further suggest that through 
the President of this organization a 
committee be appointed which shall 
have definite charge of the further- 
ance of a city plan; that this com- 
mititee be of sufficient size so that a 
representative from cach ‘orgariiza- 
‘tions of the city having to doratith the 
development and growth of Dallas 
along the proper lines ishall be a 
part of this commilttce; that there 
be upon this committee a represen. 
tative from every line of activity 
whose jinterests ate to be considered 
in furthering the plansthatithe selec- 
tion of this committee with a chafr- 
man shall not be confined to the mem- 
bership of the Chamber of Commerce, 
nor to any other organization, but 
be as comprehensive tin dts person- 
nel as tthe plan for the City of Dallas 
will be iin its ‘scope. 

“To further suggest that proper. 
names for the commititee be pre- 
sented to the President for his’ con- 
sideration and that all Directors be 
asked Ito give carefil thought to the 
Personnel of the committee, our fidea 
in the main being that if a proper 
commititee be appointed, and if the 
President of the American Civic As- 
sociation addresses the citizenship of 
Dallas, the carrying out of detiails 
and the employment of competent 
engineers will be .a comparatively 
simple matter, aftr 4he citizens of 
Dallas are sufficiently informed as 
to the objectis of a city plan.

MEDICINE HATS NATURAL GAS . F 


The story of the early afforts to get a supply 


eacatacwtatateeaeareac PeARRP ee RAMA 


The year of Our Lord 1883) was a 
momentous one in the history“of the 
Canadian West, since dn that year 
the Canadian Pactfic Ratlway track 
arrived as far as Calgary and -secur- 
ed communication practically to the 
foot ‘hills. For the first-time ‘the 
Province of Alberta became “easily 
accessible. Shortly before this: time 
Medicine Hat was enjoying the bene- 
fits of railway transportation, _ 80 
thiat for her the year 1883 4 not 


marked wilth a red letter, as*far as’ 


railway matters are concerned.’ But 
for another reason this year will be 
remembered as long as the city ex: 
(sts, by all thinking people; becanse 
in 1883 the discovery of bur natural 
gas supply was first made. It: would 
be impossible to iconsider the city to- 
day without tthe gas, and upen the 
utilization of this wonderful’ natural 
product, has been. built up the greater 
portion of the prosperity which we 
enjay today. Owling tto the existence 
of the gas fields, which stretch aver 
an anea of one hundred miles, run 
ning from north to south in an east- 
erly direction and. over an area >of 
fifty miles in width, running — qwest 
by north from the fourth meridian, n 
the centre of which field lies our city, 
owing to the existence of these 
things, Medivine cla: holds a poasi- 
tion which is held by no other aitv in 
Canada, 


The story of the finding: of “this 
preciows product is nell known’. ta 
many of the old-timers of the city, 
but there are many people «who have 
come to the city of Inte yearns cand 
who are unfamiliar with dt, Also to 
hundreds of thousands of people to 
whom our city is known by repute 
alone; the tale fis a new one. So that 
no apology should be needed for 
printing briefly in this place a) short 
account of the discovery of the gas, 
and some of its attributes. topether 
with a short statement — concerning

Like many of ithe most importaht 
discoveries which have been madein 
the reahm of science, the! discovéty 
of this gasfield was accomplished by 
accident, 

Early 3 in 1883 the Canadiit Pacific 
Railway were boring for weter at 
Carlstadt and, while doing 'so, they 
struck a small flow of gas. ~The How 
was not a very large one land ‘the 
railway company proceeded. to wee 
the gas for the purpose of heating 
the section, house. 


Fight years lapsed before any fur- 


ther supply of gas was discovered in.- 


during all 
avliat 


the neighborhood, and 
those years nobody dreamed 
the future was to prodtec. 
then the discovery of the second atid 


much greater supply was atrived at: 


by accident. 

For some time previous to this 
year, Sir William Van Horne had 
cherished the conviction that beueath 
the site of the City of Medbeine Hat 
existed coalfields, vast, valuable wand 
at an insignificant depth from the 
surface, An arrangement was ar- 
rived at beltiwween the city and the C. 
P.R., whereby the company supplied 
the city with a drilling outftt on con- 
dition that the city paid for the cost 
of the operation. 


The offer of Sir William ‘Van 
Horne was accepted and the city wen 
to work. The drilling proceeded 
steadily until a depth of 680 fret had 
heen attained, when a flow of gas 
possessing a pressure of 280 pouiids 
to the inch was attained. Unforttr- 
natelly this gas contained stch a 
larre measure of melisttre, that the 
instalment of interseptic tanks was 
necessary before it could be  dis- 
charged through the distributing 
mrfns. 


Although the existence of the gas 
in large quantities had now been 
proved beyond the possibility of a 
doubt, the percentage. of mofsture 
contained in it detracted very con- 
siderably from the value of the dis- 
covery, and for another fourteen 
years no further steps were taker io 
develop the newly found and priceless 
product.

majority. 


An anxious time passed. The un. 
dertaking proved costly, and for 
many days the drilling proved abor- 
tive. Moreover, the funds were giv- 
ing out and, under the conditions 
which then existed, the efty had no 
More money that they could use for 
this purpose, 


At last the city treasurer reported 
that there was literally no money in 
hand. The council was alt itis wits’ 
end, The people were dissatisfied at 
the expenditure which hhd, so far, 
produced. no results. On the re- 
sponsibility of the mayor alone the 
drilling was. still continued and the 
policy of perseverance was crowned 
with success. One thousand and ten 
feet below the surface of the earth 
a tremendous flow of gas was struck, 
showing a pressure of one hundred 
pounds to the inch in eighteen sec- 


onds and finally rising, in twelve 
minutes, to a pressure of five hun- 
dred and fifty pounds. More than 


that, the gas proved to be perfectly 
dry, with a chemical composition of 
methane 99.40, hydrogen .51, and a 
very slight trace of oxygen. 


With admfrable foresight, soon 
after'the flow of gas was struck in 
190§ the city refused an application 
from a certain company to operate 
the wells, and retained ithe wells for 
the cltty with the result that Medi- 
cine Hat established a precedent in 
the province of Alberta by being the 
first city in Alberta to operate its 
own light, heat and power. No at- 
tempt has ever been made to charge 
exorbitant prices for the use of the 
gas, as will be readily believed when 
it is stated thh't the price to the or- 
dinary. consumer is only 13 1-2 cents 
per thousand feet, while the price to 
the manufacturer is § cents per thou- 
sand feet. And yet, even at these 
prices, which are lower ‘than the 
prices charged for gas in any city on 


the American continent, the cilty 
cleared a profit $25,375.80 in ithe 
year 1900, : '

The advantages of na- 
tural gas when it is used for imant- 
facturing ptrposes are so great ais ‘o 
astound anybody avho fis not ac- 
quainted avith it, Once again the gas 
provides light, heat and power ait an 
absurdly small cos at practically 
any pressure and for all time. 

Coal tis clisrinated from the bill of 
the manufacturer. ‘The cost of pow. 
er is cut dawn ‘to a minimum. Fuel 
does not have to be purchased. Coal 
shortages have no terror for the 
manufacturer who operates with pas 
Light, heat and power are all ob- 
tained at one and the wame time. No 
wonder that industries are flocking 
into our city in ever increasing tmtwn- 
hers since there ds no city thet can 
er does make them such tempting of 
fers, Oiwing to dhe existence of n- 
tural gas in Medicine Hat, it is ren- 
dered: practically impossible for any 
other city to offer advantages to in- 
coming industries which can compete 
in any sense of the svord, with the 
advantages which are offered here.

The McFarland Lecture 


Arrangementis were now under (way 
to bring down President Melarland 
of the American Civfic Association to 
deliver his lecture. The wonderful 
work which hias been done over the 
country by MicFarland was exploited. 
That gentleman arrived on Feb. 25 
1910, and ‘the same nigh, teetured to 
a good cnowd at the First Baptist 
Church and fine results were achiev- 
ed. Previous to ‘the lecture, Mr. Me- 
Farland was entertained at a leading 
hotel with a luncheon at which there 
were presen: some fifty leading citi- 
zens, including the Mayor, City Com. 
missioners and the Park Board. 


Resolution Adopted 


Affter tthe lecture at the nighlt meet- 
ing those present «went linto a business 
session and unanimously adopted the 
following resolutions avhich had 
been previously prepared by ‘the or- 
ganization of the movement. 

“Whereas, uniting in the — balief 
that Dallas is destined to become a 
great city and recognizing that im- 
portant problems are now before us, 
involving the health and happiness 
of our people and consequently the 
commercial supremacy of our com- 
munity, therefore, be it 

“Resolved that ‘this mass meeving 
hereby indorses 
Chamber of Commerce in appointing 
a committee which we suggest shall 
be called ‘the “Dallas City Plan & 
Tmprovement Committee”, and 

“Resolved, That it is our settlet 
feeling that ‘the duty of tthis-~ Com- 
mittee shall be to obtain for the city 
of Dallas a comprehensive and thor- 
ough city plan, involving ‘the consi- 
deration of methods of traffic and 
communication, of problems connect- 
ed with the elevation or depression 
of railway tracks; of thie redlamation 
or improvement of. our water front- 
age; of a proper revision o our sew- 
erage system; of the designation of 
avell-considered ‘sites for our ptthblic 
buildings, so ‘that they may harmo- 
niously supplement each other: of the 
establishment of uniform grades for 
Khe city, of measures to remedy at 
present and avoid for the future dan- 
gers of overcrowding and congesting 
the population, 'to promote ‘the com 
fort and efficiency of our population, 
and increase ‘the desirability of Dal- 
las as accity of homes; and in addition 
to the foregoing suggestions, to con- 
sider any other points, which fin ‘theis 
judgment will further the highesy ir 
terests of the City of Dallas.

Sullivan, 
Commissioners. After the proposi- 
tion was stated a general discussion 
tock lace in which the Commissioners 
expiressed their sympathy with — the 
movement and decide to accept the 
recommendations and also to accept 
the offer of the Dallas City) Plan 
Comnriititee to cooperate and advise 
with ithe Commission from time — to 
time, as to the working out of — the 
details.

President. McFarland. and Secretary 
Watrows, of the American Civic As- 
sodiation, were advised of the  suc- 
cess of the movement and the former 
charnaateristically replied congratula- 
ting Dallas on having a commission 
form of government which was able 
tto produce wholesome results so ra- 


\ pidly and saying: 


“The action of the Mayor and Com- 
missioners in agrecing to obtain, in 
consultation with the City Planning 
Committee, a comprehensive plan 
for the development of Dallas is an 
evidence of ithe highest consideration 
for the welfare andi efficiency of the 
city, I heartily congratulate not only 
the officials whose wisdom is ‘thus 
shown, and the city which is to be 
80 greatly benefited, but the Naws, 
in ‘this fruition’ of its persistent and 
public-splirited effont.. When a pro- 
per plan shall have been obtained and 
adopted, Dallas will ‘stand in the 


~front-rank of those American: cities 


which’ aim to make firm the founda- 
tions of their prosperity. To other 
communities the actions of the Dallas 
officials will stand as'a beacon — of 
trie, progress.” 


The Good Work Continues 


During this period frequent meet- 
ings were held and quite a number of 
articles and illustrations on aity plan- 
ning were reproduced jin the News 
from that splendid publication “The 
American City,” and its editor, Mr. 
Arthur HH. Grant, aided materially in 
the work, 

During this period the News offered 
a series of prizes 'to ‘the boys and 
wirls of the schools of Dallas be- 
tween the ages of four and eighteen, 
who Iwould send in the best essay 
of “Haw I can make Dallas a really 
attractive place ito live in,’ and the 
best of these essdys were afterwards 
published im the paper. 


Appointment of Architect Kessler 


Then began the publicity regarding 
Mr. Kesater, telling of the wonderful 
work he had accomplished in various 
cities. Mr. Kessler reached Dallas 
on May 23, 1910, and made a tour 
of ‘the ety. Afterwards he met ait 
Khe city hall with the municipal com- 
mission and the park board,  con- 
sisting of the Mayor, who is ex-of- 
ficio chairman, and Messrs, Murrell, 
Buckner, 1, L. Pike, M. N. Baker, 
and Bimil Peretz, the members of the 
Dallas City Plan & Improvement 
Lengtie being present. Alfter an 
hour’s join conference it was unani- 
amously decided to engaze Mr. Kess- 
ler to prepane a city plan, the cost

Mr, Kessler and his assistant, Mr. 
R. C. Barnett, lave been hard at 
work. These gentlemer are now 
studying Dallas, and in the next few 
weeks the results of their study will 
be presented in the form of a repost 
for the-replanning of the city. This 
will be the beginning of the real cru- 
sade—the working out of the ideal— 
which must be realized, day by day, 
month by month, year by year. 


Proposed Railway Terminals 


But even now, before the — plan 
has been prepared, Mr. Kessler has 
submitted his ideas for a grand union 
station and for comprelrensive and 
adequate freight and passensgrer ter- 
minals, the want of which has been 
long felt and is damaging and harass 
ing to the railroads and to the people 
of tthe city alike. ‘he great necessity 
for this improvement caused its pre- 
paration in advanced of the general 
scheme, and serbous attention is now 
being given by the Chamber of Coin- 
merce looking to ithe adoption of the 
project by the various railways con- 
cerned, 

The campaign has been a very ex- 
pensive one to the newspaper which 
has unavoidably been mentioned [in 
this article, but the movement is a 
very popular ote and the News con- 
sidets itself amply repaid by the verv 
general approbation which comes to 
ik dhiity from various widely seattered 
sources. In doing what it has done, 
it believes that it ds but doing — its 
duty, not only to the city of its pub- 
iention, but to the hundreds of cities 
in which it circulates in this vast, 
throbbing, growing territory, and tts 
satisfaction and reward will be fur- 
ther felt in the knowledge that whole- 
some results will come, slowly, per- 
haps, but surely. Tt hopes and be- 
ieves that the movement will — per- 
meate every phase of life and ranii- 
fication of life in this city for busi- 
ness conventience, for the artistic and 
for social service particularly in 
improving conditions among — the 
humbler class, providing them = with 
decent and more healthful) environ- 
ment, bringing about improved hou- 
sing and sanitation, an abundance of 
breathing places, parks and play- 
grounds, thus making life richer and 
more enjoyable, creating aspirations 
and ideas, helping the helpless to a 
higher standard of living and a more 
hopeful outlook.

lows night that the city will grow by 
its own impulse, in population as 
well as in commerce, industry and 
wealth, and in those higher elements . 
of well being, satisfaction and happi- 
ness, which should be the end of all/ 
material prosperity, In other wwords,.

Maude Adams has recently made a 
unique proposal to the parks commis- 
gioner in New York. She suggests 
that the city provide seating acco- 
modation for twenty-five thousand 
people in one of the parks that she 
and her company of players may re- 
present Joan of Arc or Chantecler, or 
any other high-class play that may 
be desired by tthe civic: authorities. 
Her sole object is to provide enter- 
tainment for the people.

The following sentences from a 
letter sent by Mliss Adams’ represen- 
tatives to the New York official set 
forth her ‘aims: 


“New York city should set the ex- 
ample to all the large modern cities 
of having great popular productions 
made out of doors under the direc- 
tion of the city. In these days very 
little has been done cither by the 
public officials of our large cities or 
by the theatrical managers and 
players to make the drama a part of 
the recreation of the people. We 
have playgrounds, tennis courts, Zo0- 
logical and botanical gardens and 
concert stands in our public park sys- 
tems. In fact almost everything that 
assists people tin obtaining pleasant, 
healthful and = profitable recreation

Since the first of January 1,- 
746,520 acres have been purchased 
from the British Columbia govern- 
ment tin the section of that province 
which lies east of the Rockies, and 
south of the block ceded to the Do- 
minion Government for homestead 
purposes. The purchasers, according 
to the Free Press have been «as fol- 
lows: 

Winnipeg Syndicate headed by Ed- 
ward Brown, 106,520 acres. 

Winnipeg Bank Manager, 
acres. 

New York Syndicate, 192,000 acres. 

Winnipeg Synilicate headed by Rod. 
McLennan, 128,000 acres,

Lloyd's Syndicate, 
300,000 acres. 

“The land which has been sold,” 
we are told, was purchased from the 
Ktritish Columbia government by two 
companies known as the British Co- 
lumbia Securities company and the 
Grand Trunk Land Co,, of Vancou- 
ver. It appears that the methods for 
the disposal of public lands in that 
province are decidedly loose. The 
simple procedure is for a man to 
stake a portion of land up to a cer- 
tain limit; advertise the fact in the 
stercotyped form and have the claim 
gazetted, “The government then 
sends a man to. valuate the. -land, 
and it is graded first and second
